The Oreat strike St Chieago Oontinues 
—The Seenesy Inotdents and 
the Statns To-day. 


CmoAoo, April 2.—Thus far to-day 
there is no important change in the 
strike situation. 
The Burlington de- 
Uvered a train of freight to the Michi- 
gan Central railroad. 
The Michigan 
Central switchmen notified the yard- 
master they would not touch "Q" cars. 
The strike on this road will, therefore, 
be precipitated whenever the order is 
given to move the oars now in the 
yards. 


STBIKBBS WBBOK A TBAIN. 


A west bound Ohioago, Milwaukee 
and Bt. Paul passenger train was derail- 
ed between Western and Oakley avenues 
shortly before midnight. The wreck is 
believed to have been caused by the 
strikers. The train was running slowly 
and only the engine left the rails. The 
watchman had signalled the engineer to 
stop, fearing something was wrong with 
the switch. No one was injured. 


THE ST. PAUII STBIKBBa, 


It is announced that unless the Si^. 
Paul strikers return to work this fore- 
noon the proposition made Saturday 
night by the c£&oials will be withdrawn. 
The men can then only return to work 
upon the condition of handling all freight 
ofiered without discrimination. 


THB PLAIN TAIIK OF A BELT DIRBOTOR. 
Mr. H. H. Porter's letter to the belt 
line in regard to handling the "Q" com- 
pany's car is of especial importance in 
view of the fact that Mr. Porter is a 
director in several other companies. 
In 
it he says: 


<*As a lepresentative of the Ohicago 
and Eastern Illinois, owning an interest 
in the belt railroad, I must insist and 
here notify for them, in the absence of 
Mr. Lyford, our director in your com- 
pany, that we demand that the belt rail- 
road shall transfer cars for every rail- 
road corporation and individual exactly 
in the same manner as they transfer for 
any one, and that any and all empleyes, 
of any name and nature, that do not 
choose 
to 
do 
their 
whole duty, 
and the same duty towards any one car 
or railroad company or 
individual 
as another, shall be immediately dis- 
missed, and no employe shall switch, 
haul, way-bill, or in any way, be allow 
ed to handle any particular car that will 
not handle every other car in the same 
way. I state this as a principle, it is a 
duty to the public that all railroad com- 
panies, by law, are bound to perform. 
All railroad companies are not responsi- 
ble for the stoppase of the road, beyond 
having vigorous and able management. 
I also ask that the rule shall be that 
every man who declines shall be told 
frankly that he shall not be re-employed 
and at the same time be told that-if 
there is. a grievance, or anything wrong 
by the belt railroad, or any of its officers 
in the treatment of any man, he can be 
frankly heard and any injustice 
be 
promptly rectified." 


A FOBT W AYM FIBXMAN BOUOHIIT HANDXIBD. 


In the Northwestern yards this morn- 
ing, a Fort Wayne engine appeared, 
manned by Master Mechanic Ormsby as 
engineer and a "wiper" from the Fort 
Wayne shops as fireman. They hauled 
a Pullman car over to the northwestern 
lot of the Northwestern. 


The switchmen jumped on the engine, 
threw Ormsby and his helper off and, 
after subjecting tbem to considerable ill- 
treatment;, drove them out of the yards. 
The engine was then "blown off" and 
the fire dumped. It now stands dead in 
the Northwestern yards. 
WHIL HARDLX BTTBLIHGTON FBBIOHT. 
OHIOAOO, April 2.—General Superin- 
tendent Brown, of the Michigan Cen- 
tral road, arrived from Detroit this 
morning. 
He emphatically confirmed 
the statement of the generiiP freight 
agent that the Burlington freight would 
be handled 


WUIL NOT STOP. 
The suburban service of the S i Paul 
resumed this morning. All trains are 
arriving nearly on time and most of 
them are manned by their own crews. 
The number of old passenger engineers 
here have, after mature deliberation, 
decided not to join the strikers and will 
stick to their engines. 


GENBBAL MANAOSB M'OREA OF THE FOBT 
WAYNB BOAB TAIIKS. 


Mr. James McCrea, the general mana- 
ger of the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg, was seen and gives a detailed 
history of the company's trouble with 
the men, detailed elewhere. He told 
how the company had laid down the law 
to the men two weeks ago and the men 
had promised to stick by the road. The 
men had not kept faith with the com- 
pany in quittiog work as they did. The 
very engineer on the Fort Wayne road 
who had promised not to be the first to 
strike, although he was not sure of go 
ing out or not, was the very first man to 
quit his engine, saying that he would 
rather earn twenty-five cents a day as a 
common laborer than earn $3 a day. 
The only point at issue, said Mr. Mc- 
Crea, was whether the company should 
manage its own business or not, and 
whether the switchmen could peremp- 
torily conspire against the company 
and quit work, to t^e 
company's 
detriment, simply because the com- 
pany 
wanted 
to 
aoc.pt 
Burling- 
ton fireight, 
as it 
was 
legally 
bound to do. The law insisted that the 
company had to handle any business 
offered ft, and the oompany intended to 
abide by the law. Th«re wis no elass of 
people more bound by law than railway 
oorporations. Mr. McCrea said that he 
would rather have eve|7 wheel stop be- 
tween h^re and N«w York than allow 


the strikers to dictate to the company 
and have the oompany do what was 
wrong. The trouble was confined to the 
Fort Wayne road in Chicago. The Pan 
Handle men seemed inclined to be con 
servative, and would stand 
by 
the 
law as long as they could. 
Mr. 
McCrea added that he feared that 
in a few days all the Chicago lines 
would be tied up. Meanwhile the Bur- 
lington was gaining strength. The ma- 
jority of the men were conservative, and 
opposed to strikes, but the hot-headed 
men seemed able to coerce those who 
have reason and common sense. 
Mr. 
McCrea wanted a special point made of 
this, that the men were absolutely wrong 
in stopping work, interfering with the 
company's rights, powers, and business. 
The law demanded certain things of tne 
railroads, and these men had no right to 
interiere with the discharge of the du- 
ties imposed upon the roads by the law. 
Mr. McCrea added that he did not ex- 
pe.3t the Fort Wayne strike to extend 
beyond Chicago. 


HOW TH« FITBIKB ON THB FORT \RATNB 
BOAD BEOA^. 


Foreman Polhamus, who is the man 
in authority at the yards, directed Engi- 
neer Hall to transfer the cars to the Fort 
Wayne tracks. 
Hall refused to obey 
the order and was immediately dis- 
charged. His fireman were directed to 
haul out the oars, but he also refused 
and was discharged. As soon as this lit- 
tle episode reached the ears of the other 
engineers 
they 
took 
their engines 
to the round house and left them. 
The 
number of men who went out was sixty- 
four, constituting the crews for eighteen 
engines. The switchmen evidently con- 
gratulated themselves on not having 
been compelled to declare their senti- 
ments concerning the handling of Bur- 
lington cars. 
It enabled them to say to 
inqniries: "This is not a strike of the 
switchmen. 
Nobody has struck but 
the engineers and firemen. We are idle 
because we can't work without the en- 
gines." 


NO STBIXB AT PITRSBUBO. 


PITTSBUBO, April 2.—Thd strike of the 
the Fort Wayne railroad switchmen has 
not yet extended to this division. Trains 
are running as usual and trainmen who 
were seen think that the trouble would 
not spread to the eastern districts. They 
are not anxious to strike, but refused to 
say what action their lodges had taken, 
or what they would do if the oompany 
attempted to handle "Q" freight. 


FBEIOHT BBAKEHEN STBIEE. 


ST. 
JOSEPH, MO., April 2. —All the 
freight brakemen on the Elansas City, 
St. Joe and Council Blufb road struck 
yesterday at 11 o'clock. They mu-ign as 
a reason danger to their lives in working 
with "scab enginneers." 
This makes 
500 strikers now in the city. There has 
been no outbreak, though the yards of 
the Burlington are yet patrolled by 
Pinkerton men. 


5,000 MBN LAID OFE. 


MIIIWAUKBB, Wis., April 2.—The St. 
Paul company laid ofi fully 5,000 yard 
and switchmen along its system until the 
present trouble is ended. 


BOTOOTTBD AT KANSAS OITT. 


KANSAS CITT, MO., April 2.—The boy- 
cott on the Burlington freight went into 
effect in the yards here promptly at noon. 
The Fort Scott switch engine had just 
backed up to some of the Burlington 
cars, but when 12 o'clock struck, the men 
left their cabs and refused to haul it. 
The engine was soon uncoupled and the 
freight left standing. 


Orders were issued by the Fort Seott 
road this afternoon that 
Burlington 
freight must be treated the same as any 
other freight 
This will probably pre- 
cipitate a strike of switch engineers and 
firemen and switchmen on that road, in 
pursuance of the policy laid out by the 
general meeting Saturday night. 


RUNNING AMI BIOHT. 


MILWAUKEE, April 2.—The passenger 
trains are running as usual on all the 
divisions on the St. Paul road. 


The Lat{ SI Here. 


At the Pittsburg office, in this city, at 
8 o'clock, it was said that the Michigan 
Central, the Hlinois Central and Lake 
Shore switchmen went out at noon, thus 
involving the Nickel Plat« in the tie-up. 


At that hour the situation on the 
Pittsburg and Fort Wayne road was un- 
changed. 


STEAMER LOST. 


Thirty-one Persons Sapposed to Have 
Been Drowned. 


SAN FBANOISCO, Cal„ April 2.—The 
steamer City of Bio de Janeiro brings 
China advices to the effect that the Brit- 
ish steamer Swallow struck on some 
rocks off the Naomi islands. February 
22, and sank, and that thirty-one per- 
sons who put off from the vessel in small 
boats are supposed to be lost. 


The captain and a number of the crew 
and passengers saved* themselves by 
clinging to the rigging. The body of 
the engineer, who was aboard one of the 
missing boats, was recovered.

NEW YOBK, April 2.—Chaunoey M. 
Depew, when asked how he regarded 
strikes generally, said, "As a very poor 
way of reaching results." 


"Do you favor arbitration?" 
"I do; that is, unless strikers want to 
get the entire management of the rcwd; 
then you can't arbitrate." 


"As a railroad man, what course do 
you ttiink would be b ^ t to adopt under 
the present and in similar 
circum- 
stances?" 


"I don't like to advise others but my 
way is to keep my door constantly open 
to our employes, see their committees, 
hear their demands and remedy their 
grievances, when it is possible to do so 
and when the demands are reasonable. 
The main elements of succees in this 
world are good sense, good temper and 
minding your own business. 
That's 
how we kept out of the fight in 1877." 


"What is your opinion of the brother- 
hood of engineers." 
. "I always fonnd them a very intelli- 
gent 
body 
of men, and 
Arthur I 
look upon as a man of good sense and 
courage, to whose wisdom the brother- 
hood owes its present strength."

NEW YOBK, April 2.—A Washington 
special says: 
The official correspon- 
dence between the United States and 
Germany, growing out of the recent 
troubles in the Samoan islands, will 
probably be sent to congress to-day.

WABASH, April 2.—The scheme for 
building a railroad along the tow-path 
of the old Wabash and 
C anal is be 
ing revived. A 
representative of a 
wealthy Western railroad corporation 
within the past ten days passed over the 
tow-path and expressed himself favor 
ably impressed with the route. It is 
understood negotiations will be opened 
with the Nickel Plate company for the 
right of way between Fort Wayne and 
LaGro, a distance of thirty-six miles. 
In case satisfactory arrangements can 
be periected, a line will be constructed 
from Fort Wayne to 
Lafayette, 110 
miles.

The Mills TarUr Bill Reported and 
Referred to the Committee of 
the Whole. 


WASHINOTOM, April 2.—Mr. Iffills, the 
chairman of the ways and means oom- 
mittee, reported the Mills tariff bill and 
it was referred to the committee of the 
whole. 
McEinney, of Ohio, submitted 
the minority report, which was ordered 
printed. 


The committee on ways and means 
ammended the tariff bill this morning 
by the addition of provisions slightly in- 
creasing sugar duties so as to equal a 
net reduction of 20 per cent, in the ex- 
isting duty, authoriaing 
the secre- 
tary of the 
treasury 
to classify as 
woolens, worsted .'cloths and guarding 
against interference with the existing 
treaties. 


Mr. McMillen, in behalf of the com- 
mittee of ways and means, announced 
that the committee would seek to have 
the house consider the tariff bill on two 
weeks from to'morrow. 


The democratic senators had a caucus 
this morning, discussing the bond bill. 
A wide diversity of views was express^

THE METHODISTS. 


Their CoBÍereoM Drftwiag to A OloM— 
Tke BnsiMss of the Hoar. 


The business of the 11 E. oonferenee, 
at Wabash, Saturday, was interesting to 
Fort Wayne. 


President Yocum, of Fort Wayne col- 
lege, made an address to the conference. 
He prefaced his plea for his own college 
with an eulogy of the public school sys- 
tem of Indiana, but indicated its weak 
spot in showing its dependence on each 
legislature for appropriations to oarry 
on the state university and normal. He 
stated that 15,000 young people in In- 
diana go away to school each year. 
Of 
this number the Christian church sends 
11-6 per cent., the Baptist 1 8-6, the 
Presbyterian 2 3-5, the Gatholics 4 per 
cent., the Methodists 7f per cent 
The 
remainder of the 1S,0M attends non- 
sectarian schools, the state normal re- 
ceiving about 28 per cent. The speaker 
made a strong plea for denominational 
schools which shall 
teach personal 
Christian religion. 


The committee cordially rec<»nmended 
the inftitution to the conference, and to 
the Methodists of Indiana generally. 
The north Indiana 
conference had 
pledged $14,000 to the college to secure 
the bequest of the late W. O. DePauw. 
and it was urged that the amount be 
paid not later than Jo ly 1, 1888, and a 
series of resolutions recommended ac 
tivity in securing the fund; that Joseph 
A. S. Mitchell be elected a trustee on 
the joint board of trustees and visitors. 


The report of the statistical secretary, 
as far as prepared, is as follows for the 
Fort Wayne district. 


Fort Wayne—Probationers, 1.059; full 
members, 6,535; number of churches 
70; value, $182, ItO; number of parson 
ages, 18; value, $27,825; number of Sun 
day schools, 68; number of officers and 
teachers, 934; scholars, 6,642; paid for 
ministerial support, $?0,265; paid for 
wornout preachers, $733; total paid for 
missions, $1,937.

Filling Itolo^ in Wo!>tl>V(>rk. 


A correspondent of a nuK-hanical pa- 
per who has evidently had experience 
in a cabinet-making, shop, recommends 
sawdust or raspings of hard and soft 
wood for filling the cracks and worm 
holes in old furniture. I learned their 
•value, be says, in my young days, from 
the oriental carpenters. You should 
sift them through wire pau/:e. 
Put 
each separately in a bo\ with a label 
and yon are always ready for a sudden 
job. I have another box for bits of 
every kind of wood- 
For a crack, a 
worn-eaten hole, or a deep tlaw, pre- 
pare the proper dust, by the admixture 
of brickdust in tiour (alsf) kept ready), 
or whiting or ociier, or any required 
tint. 
Then take well cookeil glue, and 
Dn a house plate stir it in slowly while 
Jot, witli snflicient powder for your 
work. Dal) the hole or crack with your 
glue brush, then with a putty knife 
stir abo^it the mixture on the plate, 
taking care you have the right c(dor. 
When sure on this })oint, take some of 
the cement on the end of the knife and 
insert it in the desired place. 
Then 
use as much pressure as you i)OssibIy 
can with the blade, and keep smooth- 
ing at it 
When thoroughly dry, sand- 
paper the surfiice with an old used 
? 
iece, so as to not abrade ihe joint, 
ou can then varnish the mending. 
Where weevil and wood worms have 
devoured the fnriutiu-e, cautiously cut 
out the part till a sound i)lace is 
reached. 
Poison the wood with a so- 
lution of 8ul])]iate of copper injected 
into the hollow. 
Let it dry. Cut an 
angular piece of same wood from your 
ioard, and witli a .'-harp chisel make a 
suitable 
:ii>ertuve un- its reception. 
Fix it with glue. 
When thort>ughly 
dry, 
woi-k \sith cirviiiu' tools or rasp 
and viii-^s. sn-iqi'ii :' till the new bit of

The strike of switchmen and the en- 
gineers of switch engines at Ghieago, 
stops all freight traffic to and from that 
point, but does not interfere at all 
with the passenger and mail service.

Another sore feature is that the strike 
affects the suburban passenger trains on 
the Fort Wayne road, at Cliioago, and 
they have been abandoned since Satur- 
day. 
These trains night and morning 
carry hundreds of workmen in and out 
of Chicago and, of course, the refusal 
of the en^eers and firemen of the lo- 
cals to serve is a source of great annoy- 
ance. 


To these three branches of the Pitts- 
burg service—the switchmen, the en- 
gineers and firemen of switch engines 
and the engineers and firemen of subur- 
ban engines—the strike is confined. 


All the agents of the Pittsburg com 
pany east of Fort Wayne held a meeting 
in this city yesterday. 
They were 
asked to look up competent engineers, 
firemen and switchmen all along the 
line and send them to Chicago if they 
desired to work. 


Besides this the company calls on its 
employes to help them out of the dilem- 
ma and last night and to-day some fifty 
gentlemen left Fort W^yne to take a 
hand in affairs at Chicago

THB PMSBURO WORKS. 


All sorts of rumors are afioat around 
the Pittsburg works in this city and 
speculation is rife as to what move the 
officials will make. 
The working force 
of the several departments was reducec, 
a few weeks ago, and but little d«e than 
repair work has been in progress during 
the last few days. 


A number of the officials are now in 
Chicago watching the turn that affairs 
may take in that city, and an order may 
come at any hour from headquarters for 
a temporary suspension or a reduction 
in the working force of the shops here.
